MUTUAL FIRE INSURANCE. 


A Mutual Fire Insurance Ordinance was passed at the second 
session of 1903 of the Legislative Assembly’ which provides that any 
thirty or more persons, each having an insurable interest in property 
exposed to damage by fire may, on the payment of a nominal fee, form 
a mutual fire insurance company with limited liability. The procedure 
for incorporation is of a very simple nature and already one company, 
The Alberta Mutual Fire Insurance Company, of Edmonton, has become 
incorporated and, following the precedent of the older provinces, there is 
no doubt that each succeeding year will see the numbers materially 
increase. 


VETERINARY SURGEONS. 


Owing to the great influx of settlers into the Territories the 
attention of the department was repeatedly called to the lack of 
qualified veterinary surgeons in many thickly settled districts. The 
Ordinance as it stood at the commencement of the second session of the 
Legislative Assembly of 1903 limited the issue of licences to practise 
veterinary surgery in the Territories to those holding a diploma issued 
by any body empowered by law in His Majesty’s Dominions to grant it. 
In order to meet this need the Ordinance was amended and extended 
the privilege of practising their profession in the Territories to graduates 
of any school or college in the United States recognised by the 
American Veterinary Association, a well known supervisory board of 
high standing, on the production of their diplomas and the payment of 
the prescribed fee. The schools so recognised are the University of 
Pennsylvania, New York State, Ohio State University, Chicago 
Veterinary College, Iowa State College, United States Veterinary 
College, Kansas City Veterinary College and McKillup Veterinary 
College. | 

I regret that it has been found necessary to reject several appli- 
cations for licences from persons holding diplomas from schools that did 
not fulfil the requirements of the Ordinance. 


MARRIAGE ORDINANCE. 


From the first of the year the administration of The Marriage 
Ordinance has been vested in this department, and consists almost 
exclusively in furnishing blahk licences and accompanying affidavits to 
those appointed to issue. There are one or more issuers residing in 
every town and village in the Territories, and the issue and registration 
of licences has added considerably to the work of the department. |
